HROUGH the death of Sen- 
® ator Cutting, of New Mexico, 
a’ new figure stalks into the Sen- 
ate in- the person of Dennis. A. 
Chavez, forty - seven - year - old 
self-made politican. 

The situation, in a nutshell, is 
this: Mr. Chavez, who is a Demo- 
cratic national committeeman. is 
credited with getting up the slate 
of Democratic nominees for last 
fall’s election. Clyde Tingle was 
named for Governor, while Cha- 
vez ran for Senator. The outcome 
of the election found Tingle in 
the Governor’s seat.all right, but 
Cutting won out over Chavez, 
With the selection, of Cutting’s 
successor up ta the Governor, it 
was only natural that Chavez 
would get the call, so he has at 
last. realized Nis ambition for a 
seat in the upper house. 

The new Senator is something 
of a go-getter type, for he had to 
make his own way in the world. 
His parents wére descendants of 
the original Spanish occupants 
of the Los Chavez grant, who be- 
came beneficiaries of the King of 
Spain in 1769. Chavez himself 
was born in 1888, and wher he 
was still very young his family 
moved to Albuquerque. He at- 
tended public schools there, and 
later, went to work in a grocery 
store as a clerk, After a while he 
became an apprentice in civil en- 
gineering. pert ste 

“The political side of his life 
did not emerge until 1917, whe 
Chavez went to Washington with 
Senator A. A. Jones, as. assistant 
executive clerk of the Senate. 
That may have been when he re- 
ceived the urge to be a Senator. 
While on the clerk job he took 
the ‘occasion to study law at 
Georgetown University, and then 
went back to his native state to 
practice. He won acclaim as a 
criminal lawyer. It is said that of 
twenty-three murder suspects he 
defended, only two lost their 
cases—and lives, 

He served one term in Congress 
as New Mexico’s only represen- 
tative, and during that time did 
not make much noise. Neyerthe- 
less, it wasn’t long before he was 
appointed, chairman of the Irri- 
gation and Reclamation Com- 
mittee, = - 

His. presence in the Senate 
gives Presicent Roosevelt another 
backer, for Chavez is a loyal New 
Dealer, and he makes no bones 
about admittitig it.
